Likewiſe vpon our Engliſh coaſts , moze nere 
the Welt parts hath bene caſt away, diuers other 
ſhips,comming from Spaine, where in one of them 
were knalone to be (cuentene paſſengers: of god 
reconing and calling, and ſome of them eittizens of 
London, which were (ound dead floating on the 
waters, ſome vpon plankes of wod, peces of 
males and ſuchlike , which the furp of the winde 
and weather hadſplitted and fa2ne in ſunder, as 
mongſt this dzownod nuniber (being a fight of great 
griete) there was taken vp a woman, with g chiln 
cloſed to het hꝛeſt, as it were ſucking, alſo t other 
women, claſped together arme in arme, as it (&- 
med, dying in each others boſoms, * 

It is alſo credib i revoꝛted, hy the eve witneſſes 
of this woful accident, that byõ the Weſterne ſeas, 
nere to the coaſt of Corme-wal a certaine ſhippe 

was diſcauered, cuen ſunke to the top ot her ame 
maſt, with ſome fine 92 ſixe ſaplers , remæx ning in 
the top cradle to ſaue their lines, hut there eſcaping 
dꝛowning by water, they were ſtarucy to. death - 
with cold and want of fod,and \a (ound in acalme 
day. by another ſhip aduenturing to pꝛeſerue them,

Therefoze let al tender 
hearted people ſay, with me, that theſe thꝛæ months 
baue 2 times of heauinefle , vca times of greateſt 
grief, when the owners of ſhips and the gods ther- 
in,foz which they haue labazed many a long pere, 
trauelled fo2 in many a weary winter, to be thus in 
one tempzeft caſt away and loſk, and th mſelues 
(though eſcapiag life) with their wines and childzen 
b:oug3t to pouerty:how can we choſe but with gies 
of pitty,t with tert heſtained chekes, being men, 
much moꝛe Chailtians, but relent at our neighbozs 
loſſes, and perticipate with them in mone. 
Let bs (oh mp dere countrimen of England) mae 
dur petition to God, that he would alay this windy 
inſtrument of his w;ath,e alother his angcrs oppo⸗ 
ſed againſt vsfoz our ſinnes, and confeſſe that our 
tranſgreſſions euen ſtink in the noſtrels of his di- 
uine Paieſty:he is merciful,and ſends vs daply(as 
we ſee) cxamples both by Sea and Land to win vs 
from wickedneſſe. 

If we caft but eur cies;vpon the City of London 
and the townes and villages neere vnto the ſame, 
we may behold the fury of his high offended power 
in witnelling the ſpoiles of ſtately Fouſes, and the 
high turrets of great perſonages , by theſe vi 
winds defaced, and as it were, in their gre 
pꝛide toꝛne in ſunder.

and knowne foz a troth of the inhabitants there 
now. This mzraeilous temyeft in great fury, the 
wind outragiouſly blowing, came thundering tho; 
rough two townes, and beate downe many houſes 
with part ofboth the Churches , the one of them a 
vilagenere vnto the fo;eſaid towne of Nottingham 
- called Saoton adlopning ts the Riner of Trent, 
which had their bels cad to the out-ſive of the 
Church -pard, and ſome webs of lead foure hun- 
dzed fote into the field wzithen like unto a paier of 
gloaes: the Kiuex of Treat running betwene the 
two townes , had the witer with the mud in the 
bottom carried a quarter of a mile, and caſt againſt 
trees, and the trees tozne bp by the rootes, and caſt 
twelae ſcore off : alſs a child was taken foozth of 
a mans hand two length high, carry ed a 
hundzed foote from him, and then let fall, and ſo di- 
ed: alſo flue o2 ſire men therabout dyed by this tem 
peſt: God be mercifull and grant vs patience in ſuch 
like extremities , many other ſtrange accidents 
there hapned as then, ot the truth wherof let na man 
doubt, fo2 of the ſame there is ſufficient p2oofe, and 
will be verefied, if occaſion ſerue, God with his out 
ſtretched arme defend and keepe vs from the 
like death as many vahappely haue here in our 
Conntry both by ſea and land taſted , and grant 
that wee may ſeriouſly to gur owne goods beare in 
remembzaunce all theſe fozepaſſed repozts , that 
they may put vs in minde to ſhunne the wapes
